I am sure that your son would, make a good addition to our force. In 
vlw of his present aaslgaaeni in the Air Force and his educational buck* 
ground. What I suggest he do right now is to apply for transfer to the 
Air Force Security Service (AFSS), in accordance with Air Force Regulation 
Ho. 35-53 of 21 November 19^9. If his application meets with approval, it 
is possible that he might get assigned to some AFSS unit near his present 
station. His interest in cryptographic work might be much increased by 
such a transfer. Whether he transfers to the AFSS or not, I further suggest 
that. If he has not already done so, he apply for enrollment in extension 
courses in cryptography. These are Amy Security Agency courses but I feel 
<julte sure that they are open to Air Force personnel* His Commanding Offi- 
cer should be able to advise him as to trie mechanics of making his applica- 
tion for enrollment . You aright tell your son that if information about 
these courses Is not available to his Coraewnding Officer to let you know. 
You can then advise m and I will see If I can be of assistance. 

It might also be a good idea, some time soon, for him to fill out a 
"Form 57" and send it to the Civilian Personnel Office, Air Force Security 
Service, Brooks Air Force Base, Texas, or if he wishes, he could send me 
the form and I will pass it on to where it will do the most good. 

Hoping that you will forgive me for tardiness in replying to your 
letter, I am.
